REAPER’S ROLLS. 


CHINESE LISTING THEIR DEAD 
FOR DISINTERMENT. 


— — 


Los Angeles Quota to the Great 
Funeral Ship to Carry Remains of 
Departed Celestials Back to Their 
Native Land Now Being Prepared. 
Work of Six Companies. 


One of the oddest tasks that ever 
confronted a book-keeper is now £0- 
ing forward in this city under the 
general direction of the Chinese Six 
Companies, of San Francisco, Wong 
Su, a Chinese of Santa Rosa, Attor- 
ney Geary, of the same place, and 
Henry Stef. city mortuary clerk. It 
is the search of the records for the 


purpose of classifying a list of 160 
relativeless Chinese buried in the 
Chinese plot of the county section of 
Evergreen Cemetery. These Chinese, 
with 850 others buried in Los An- 
geles cemeteries, are to join the great 
hegira of the dead to their native 
country, the funeral ship for which is 
to sall from some California port 
within the next few months. 

The removal is under the direc- 
tion of the Six Companies of San 
Francisco, and involves a deal of re- 
search and the unwinding of much 
red tape. Two thousand bodies are to 
be disinterred in the northern part of 
the State. Where the uneasy and rest- 
less souls are possessed of earthly kith 
and kin the transfer is arranged un- 
der their direction, but in many in- 
stances the dead are unknown, and 
it is in their behalf that the Six Com- 
panies is interesting itself. — 

The list goes back to 1888 and m- 
cludes 1910. Several days have al- 
ready been spent on the job and it 
will tale at least a week longer. As 
soon as the identification is complete 
the legal work will be undertaken, 
The consent of the local authorities 
must be secured, and the State Board 
of Health convinced that the divorce 
of the bones from the earth to which 


they were returned will not involve the

According to Chinese superstition 
there is no permanent rest until the 
remains art safely interred in native 
soll, and it is in compliance with this 
belief that the Six Companies and 
thousands of uncles, cousins and par- 
ents are going to the heavy expense 
of finding a new sepulcher for their 
departed.

Hi Life Nemesis. 


Keeps Alphabetical List of 
Other Alleged Victims. — 


Plans to Push New Charges 
When He's Released. 


The part of a self-appointed and 
relentless Nemesis has been assumed 
by Mrs. Barbara Ralph of Santa Ana. 
The fact that A. D. Bruns was con- 
victed in Judge Cabaniss’s court on 
Wednesday, of obtaining money by 
false pretenses from her aged parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Viktor Dreher of No. 
126 North Anderson street, this city, 
and will be sentenced this morning 
either to jail or penitentiary, has not 
appeased the daughter.

“Supposing that each 
conviction brought him a sentence of 
only two years they would aggregate 
something like forty years.

I want to have 
Bruns arrested on a new charge every 
time he completes a sentence. Then 
the evidence will be forthcoming for 
another conviction and back he will 
go again behind the bars. 

“Perhaps it appears odd that I 
should resolve to devote myself to 
such work, but I feel that in deing 
so I will be doing a good turn to 
humanity. In a way it is lke 
philanthropic or missionary work, a 
matter of public protection.

When Bruns was arrested he was 
manager of the Los Angeles Night 
Patrol and Detective Agency. Three 
years ago he bought four lots from the 
aged Dréhers, making a cash pay- 
ment of $690. It was charged by 
Dreher and his wife that Bruns ille- 
gally transferred the lots to another 
party, although there was no con- 
viction on this point in the trial. 
Bruns was convicted of borrowing 
back the larger part of the money 
he paid to the Drehers with the 
promise that he would use it in im- 
proving the property, which the Ger- 
man couple had, sold to him and on 
which they retained a mortgage. It 
was proved in the trial of Bruns that 
the promised improvements were not 


made.

WHOLE BRASS FOUNDRY 
HITS HIM IN THE NECK. 


AMES B. J. M COOKE, a negro 
grocer, No. 1725 East Fifty-third 
street, knows how it feels to be hit 
in the neck with a brass. foundry.

The petition which will be submit- 
ted to the Council calls attention to 
the fact that the proceedings to open 
and widen Hoover street were halted 
because property owners held that the 
extent and value of the land sought to 
be condemned was such that it would 
necessitate an assessment greater than 
they could bear. Attention ts called 
to the opening of Santa Barbara ave- 
nue after a similar dedication had 
been made by the railway company.

RAIN OF FLAGS ON MEN 
USED TO BULLETS’ HAIL. 


OR the first time in the history 

of the church the boys in blue of 

the Soldiers Home were honored 
guests at a patriotic service held yes- 
terday morning at the Atherton Bap- 
tist Church. Veterans picked from 
each of the companies were carried by 
motor truck to the house of worship 
where the pastor, Rev. J. H. Troy, 
Gelivered a stirring address on “The 
Ideals of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence.” 

Before the old soldiers arrived the 
auditorium was packed. Draped with 
the Stars and Stripes, a number of 
large banners and many smaller flags, 
the setting for the ceremony was fit- 
ting. As the old soldiers stood at at- 
tention Comrade Jacob Slease thanked 
Rev. Mr. Troy for the privilege of 
attending the church fn a body. While 
the soldiers remained standing the 
children of the Sunday-school sang the 
“Star Spangled Banner.” The closing 
of the service was made particularly 
impressive by the loosening of an im- 
mense silk fag which was suspended 
in the dome of the church and which 
contained a number of smaller flags. 

As the tiny fags floated down among 
the grand old soldiers in the body of 
the church each pinned one to the 
lapel of his coat. On one of the flags 
was a card which read, “The bearer 
of this flag is entitled to a souvenir.” 
This souvenir, a valuable silver-tipped 
cane, was presented by the pastor to 
Comrade Curtis Chariton. 

In his discourse the minister told 
of the soul-thrilling scenes which pre- 
ceded the message of freedom and 
won the hearts of his hearers. “In 
the Declaration of Independence we 
have expressed ideals of freedom for 
all mankind. Many men like the 
noble La Fayette sacrificed their for- 
tunes for the cause of freedom and 
many more gave their lives. That 
first Fourth of July was resplendent 
with millenia! glory,” he said. 

“God is the father of us all and all 
we are brethren. The Declaration 
of Independence still stands as a peak 
of the snow-clad Alps towering into 
the blue of eternal freedom. It stood 
for three generations in dlack and 
white until Lincoln came and showed 
us its ideal. On July 8, 1835 the old 
Liberty Bell cracked, but it still 
echoed its message of freedom. Does 
all this talk of freedom sound just 
right in the sew sweatshops where 
the masses are struggling? Have 
they the freedom these grand old men 
fought for? We abolish slavery and 
there springs up a system of feud- 
aliem. We abolish feudalism and we 
have political tyranny. 

“We spend annually twice as much 
for liquor as for the maintenance of 


our public schools. The liquor bill of 
the United States would keep the 


armies and navies of Germany, — 
land and this country. We believe 
the Declaration of Independence, but 
these conditions do not conform 
the conditions of that declaration. 
We want independence, but we can- 
not hawe it until we are * 
independent. In the paradise of 
there grows no fairer tree 
liberty, whose leaves shall yet be for 
the healing of the nations.” 

After the service the old soldiess 
were tendered a luncheon by the 
women of the church. They were

REV. E. 8. HODGIN. 
FIRST UNITARIAN CHURCH. 
WORKING PRO- 
INDIVIDUAL, 
BUT A DIVINE POLICY. 

In his sermon yesterday at the First 
Unitarian Church on the subject “The 
Leadership of Jesus,” Rev. E. Stanton 


Hodgin pointed. out that Christ had 
no set_programme of action for the 
individual but rather a great idea to 
be followed. This is an extract from 
the discourse: 

“The greatness of Jesus lay in the 
fact that he never attempted to form- 
ulate either a political, industrial or 
social programme of action for the 
world. He realized that essential as 


to others. 

„By means of concrete illustrations 
he strove always to awaken the inner 
life of man and to change the dispo- 
sition. He knew that it is the dispo- 
sition in the hearts of people that de- 


deavors in life. 

“All men must have the same dis- 
position or attitude toward life in pro- 
portion as they rise into the higher 
life: but no two men can have the 
same programme of action, because 
that must depend upon the external 
conditions and surroundings. The 
great prophet can point out the dis- 
position or attitude to which all men 
must come: he cannot outline «a 
course of action which all men must 
follow, for that is individual and local. 
We pay our highest tribute to Jesus 
when we try to rise to the attitude he 
held; we belittle him when we eat 
tempt to go to him for a chart or 
programme of action. 

“The disciple must necessarily im- 
tate his leader. Imitation is one of 
the greatest educative principles we 
have. But mere imitation and noth- 
ing else reduces life to its minimum. 
The man who aghieves most is the one 
who imi eely and yet in whose 
every act of imitation is an original 
element that vitalizes and fructifies 
the whole. It is just so with disciple- 
ship. Nothing is so helpful as a great 
man to whom we may look for in- 
spiration and guidance. But slavish 
discipleship is as belitticing as free 
discipleship is enlarging. 

“We are sometimes told that Jesus 
must be regarded as the perfect pat- 
tern which all men must aspire to at- 
tain to, amd in proportion as we at- 
tain to or approach that pattern have 
we achieved that which is most to be 
desired. But there can be no perfect 
pattern or model of life. The very 
nature of life forbids it. 

“Can we follow Jesus? Not in the 
sense that he has given us an exact 
chart or pattern of life that we can 
follow and know at every point that 
we are right. We must accept the 
great adventure of life and live it on 
our own responsibility. We can fol- 
low Jesus in a nobler way. By hav- 
ing our hearts warmed and quickened 
by his life; by having our dispositions 
purified and ennobled until we are 
filled by a hunger and thirst after 
righteousness that shall cause us to 
do justly, to love mercy, and to walk 
humbly with God.“

Rev. W. Leon Tucker at Calvary 
Baptist Church yesterday morning

The subject 
was “The False Claims of ‘Philos- 
ophy.” 


philosophy, divine wisdom in prophe- 
cy. Philosophy is what man thinks 
he knows, prophecy is what God 
foreknows. Prophecy is the product 
of the spirit of God, while philosophy 
is the product of the mind of man. 

“Bomeone recently asked Champ 
Clark if he could define the phiioso- 
phy of Henri Bergson. He replied 
the same as all philosophy, which re- 
minded him of a song, “I don't know 
where I'm going, but I'm on my way.’ 

“The difference between human 
philosophy and divine prophecy is 
that prophecy knows the end from 
the beginning, and philosophy seeks 
to penetrate the future and anticipate 
things to come. 

“Philosophy is fallen man’s attempt 
to find God, while in prophecy we see 
God revealing His salvation to fallen 
man. Prophecy is a revelation and 
an affirmation, while philosophy is an 
interrogation. 

* “Philosophy is after the rudiments 
of the age, while prophecy is in the 
eternal purpose of God. 

“God had made a full and final 
revelation of Himself in Christ te the 
Cc but these intruding philos- 
ophers were intruding their false 
teaching. They were seeking to give 
Christ eminence and super-eminence, 
but this did not please the Apostie 
who would see that Christ had the 
pre-eminence. 

“They desired to place Christ by the 
side of creatures, while the Bible 
places him over all creatures and 
above all things. They sere willing 
for Christ to hold a hich place, but 
Paul shows how he haw the highest. 
With the Apostie Chris: was incom- 
parable because He wus superiative. 
What we need today is to return to 
divine revelation concerning the dig- 
nity of Christ’s person and the exal- 
tation of His position.”

Amos, the mighty preacher 
of Israel, was the shepherd of Tekoah. 
The shepherds that kept their flocks 
on the Judean Hills were the only 
ones who heard the angel and the 
heavenly, choir on the first Christ- 


the vine, but those are not personal 
nor rational nor thinking. 

The light we must have; without 
the door we could not enter; without 
food we must starve, but for keep- 
ing, leadership, fellowship, sweet and 
blessed: relationship, they are as noth- 
ing. But with the idea of the shep- 
herd we get them all. He is the 
good Shepherd, for ‘He keeps his 
flock, He loves them, He even lays 
down His life for them. For the fear 
and helplessness of the sheep there 
is the strength and vigilance and 
bravery of the shepherd. There is 
great joy and a sense of safety in hu- 
man protection. 

“Thig relationship ts one of great 
tenderness. He knows His sheep and 
is known by them. There is no other 
so divine a relationship as this. 
Jesus put big emphasis on these ties 
that bind us together. There are 
those who seem to take pride in dis- 
owning their relatives. It is a com- 
mon expression today that one hears, 
‘watch your relatives and trust your 
friends.’ Jesus does not think so. He 
chose two pairs of brothers among 
the twelve of His Apostles. These 
deep currents of closd relationships 
meant everything to Jésus. 

“But this Shepherd dpes more than 
provide mere shelter d pasture for 
his sheep. He leads them in and 
out to lives of usefulness. The real 
shepherd so cares for his flock as to 
make them a profit to the world. 
Their wool clothes the world. So 
Jesus Christ leads men out into a 
new place of power and usefulness in 
the world. 

“This Shepherd puts his own life 
into the balance. He lays it down 
for the good and safety of the flock. 
This is the very heart ot the shepherd 
relation. That is what. distinguishes 
him from the hireling and the thief 
whose interests are entirely selfish. 
There is perfect acquaintance, perfect 
and mutual trust and confidence, mu- 
tual recognition and an abiding fel- 
lowship which nothing can break. 
Blessed the flock that has such 
gracious shepherd.” | 


DR. BROUGHER. 
TEMPLE BAPTIST CHURCH. 


IT I8 FOLLY THAT DRIVES PEOPLE 
TO DEAL 


Dr. Brougher preached to a large 
audience last night upon the subject 
of “Spiritualism, or What Makes the 
Table Walk and Talk?” He read for 
his scripture lesson the story of the 
Witch of Endor, found recorded in 
1 Samuel, 28th chapter. Among other 
things he said: 

“It is astonishing how many people 
there are in the world who fool around 
spiritism, even when they pretend 
to sheer at it. There are hundreds 
ot women in this city who are runni 
to some woman of familiar spirits in 
order to get advice on matters of love 
and matrimony, and spond their mon- 
ev for useless information, | 

“Let us notice the characters in the 
seance with the Witch of Endor. 
There are three of them that make 
this ghost story the most remarkable 
in the world: A king, a prophet of 
God and a witch. 

“Samuel, the prophet of God, was 
a man of extraordinary character. He 
was a man of such surpassing integ- 
rity that God made him judge over 
Israel and delivered his revelations 
through him to Israel. He was one 
of the great men of the day, and 
when he died he was buried with na- 
tional honors. The second character 
was Saul. As a young man Saul was 
a most striking individual. He had a 
magnificent physique and extraordi- 
nary intellectual power. In the begin- 
ning of his reign he was extremely 
popular, but one success after another 
finally turned his head and he became 
conceited and forsook God. He could 
not get any communication from God 
so he turned to the woman of familiar 
spirita. 

“The witch spoken of here belonged 
to that class of individuals who have 
existed in all ages under different 
names, who have unusual phychic 
power 

“King Saul approaches the woman 
in disguise and asks to have Samuel 
materialized. He wants to have a con- 
versation with the prophet who had 
rejected him. The witch went through 
the necessary performance and then 
said, He is here.’ Then follows a col- 
loquy in which Samuel is supposed to 
tel! Saul just what he had told him 
long before Samuel died: That God 
had forsaken him and that his king- 
dom would be taken from him. Saul 
and his men depart and the next day 
Israel is defeated by the. Phillistines, 
and Saul commits suicide just after 
— “Behold, I have played the 
‘onl,’ 

“How do we account for this seance? 
In the first place it might be account- 
ed for on the ground of demoniacal 
possession. The Bible is full of the 
recorded facts concerning wicked 
spirits that take possession of people 
and control their lives. There is a 
spirit world. Some are good and some 
are bad. It is true that good spirits 
have been materialized and ap 
on earth as Moses and Elijah did on 
the Mount of Transfiguration. It is 
also true that people in all ages have 
been a4 with evil spirits, but 
I do not believe that all of the phe- 
nomena connected with spiritualism 
can be accounted for through evil 
spirits. 

“We can account for much of the 
Goings of spiritualists by trickery. 
There is no doubt at all that two-thirds 
of the so-called phenomena in spir- 
itualistic seances can be produced by 
fraud and trickery as any first-class 
sleight of hand performer is able to 


do. 

“In the third place it can be ex- 
plained by psychological laws. The 
subjective mind possesses the power 
to make itself heard and felt and to 
even move objects. The spirits al- 
ways show the same ignorance of the 
medium, and always make the same 
grammatical mistakes that the me- 
dium makes. No matter how great in- 
tellectually the person may have been 
when living, when he gets to talking 
as a spirit his intelligence is always 
on a level with that of the medium. 

“Spirits can be made to respond to 
calle when in reality they have never 
existed. I had quite a confab with an 
imaginary friend once that a medium 
called forth to talk to me. It ts also 
known that the company must be in 
perfect harmony if the spirit will talk. 
Every possible conceivable mystery 


that has ever been produced can be 
explained on one of these three 


condition of mental and nervous life. 
God has given to the world the Bible 
and Jesus Christ and the Holy Spirit, 
and those who want the absolute truth 
upon life here and hereafter may get 
that knowledge through them.”

DR. DAY. 
FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 
THE MAN CAME 

Before the congregation of the 
First Congregational Church yester- 
day, Rev. Willlam Horace Day de- 
liverel] s sermon.on “Affirmations of 
Modern Christianity, Dealing With 
Salvation.” His text was from Luke 
19:10. The sermon, in part, follows: 

doctrinal thinking of modern 
Christianity differs in some particulars 
from the e ristic religious 
thinking of two or three centuries 
ago. Perhaps the most striking 
factor in that which brings into con- 
trast modern Christianity with the 
older forms of statement will be found 
in the conception that Christian 
theolorists must center in the teach- 
ings of Christ, that a Paul-centered, 
Peter-centered, John-centered theol- 
ogy will inevitably lead us at least in 
some degree astray. And the modeen 
theologian, when he becomes per- 
plexed by the analogies or the figures 
of either of the aposties, does not 
seek to settle his search for truth by 
the apostles but seeks by the stand- 
ards of Christ's teachings to human- 
ize and unify the teachings of those 
who follow Him. 

“Ignorance is indissolubly bound 
with disobedience, conscious and vol- 
untary, and the other side of lost- 
ness is where a man ‘knows the right 
and approves of it, too, but still does 
the wrong pursue.’ You and I know 
full well what that means. We do 
not have to search our past very care- 
fully without realizing that many as 
are the mistakes due to ignorance, 
the greater ones are due to volun- 
tary disobedience. 

Salvation is the restoration of the 
will in the minds of modern Christian 
thinking—a restoration of the will 
to its capacity for not only knowing 
the right but willing to do the right, 
and this is the greatest of the dim. 
culties. 

“Modern Christianity In common 
with what our Lord. Himself said 
never presents the idea of salvation 
as a bit of hokus-pokus. It is not 
based upon that which is unreal or 
fictitions. I think the weakness in 
some of our theological thinking 
much of which has been exceedingly 
fine-spun, is much as Ruskin said 
about his own preaching: He the- 
ologizei many years of his life in 
a manner not uninteresting to him- 
self.” But anybody who tries to get 
reality out of some of the pages of 
standard theologizing will find it ex- 
ceedinglv difficult. 

“The thing that is absolutely essen- 
tial ia the thinking of modern 
Christianity is that it go back to the 
simply yet profound realities which 
Jesus insisted upon and which we find 
beating through the pages of the 
apostics. We must test all methods 
of salvation by the insistence of 
reality, and I take it where we do 
not discover reality that particular 
theory or part of the theory of sal- 
vation is entirely useless to us. We 
may not understand u all but we 
must be convinced that it has the ele- 
ment of reality. 

“How are we saved? The Scrip- 


us ture speaks of several ways. We are 


saved by struggle—relentiess, per- 
sistent struggle. The Bible every~- 
where centers human personality in 
the will and the greatest thing a man 
can do is not to think right, but to 
will right—+strive to enter in at the 
narrow gate. Work out your own 
salvation,’ sald Paul. It is every- 
where salvation must come back to 
the energy of the will. It is a struggle 
to be saved, no use talking.” 


REV. RUSSELL F. THRAPP. 
FIRST CHRISTIAN CHURCH, 
SERMON SUGGESTED BY A RECENT 

CLIMB TO THE TOP OF OLD BALDY 

MOUNTAIN. 

At the First Christian Church yes- 
terday morning Rev. Russell F. 
Thrapp preached a sermon on “Moun- 
tain Peaks of Revelation.” This ser- 
mon was suggested by a recent climb 
to the top of Old Baldy. He said in 


part: 

“Monntains have a large place in 
revelation. In the Old Testament we 
read of Sinai and the giving of the 
law; of Gerizem and Ebel, the moun- 
tains of cursing and blessing: of 
Moriah, where stood the Temple; of 
Carmel, where the test of gods were 
made. In the New Testament we read 
of the mount where the sermon was 
preached; of Hermon, the scene of 
the transfiguration, and of a mountain 


climbing is a means of grace to the 
man of today. Man may climb to 
the very summit of these wonderful 
Peaks, but beyond this he may not 
so. So there are mountain peaks 
in revelation as well as in nature, 
beyond which the wisdom of man and 
the philosophy of the world will not 
carry. This may be illustrated first, 
by the Bible idea of God; and sec- 
ond, by the revelation the Bible 
makes of man. 

“The Bible idea of God was traced 
from Genesis through the Old Testa- 
ment, into the New Testament where 
we find its free development and per- 
fect expressidfi in the simple sen- 
tence, “God is love.” Beyond this 
man can never go. Higher than this 
mountain peak of the idea of God, 
the philosopher will never be able 
to rise. From these three words, 
when fully understood, may easily 
be deduced all the infinities of Deity. 
Infinite love contains the idea of in- 
finite power, knowledge, wisdom, 
goodness and justice. 

“So also the Bible idea of man 
reaches to these heights. He is the 
child of love. He is a dual thing— 


and immortal. He 
the image of Him who is love. The 
wisdom of all the worlds can give 
to man no higher origin or grander 
nature. The old theology would tell 
us that man is only evil, and, there- 
fore, a child of Satan. Materialistic 
evolution would tell us that man is « 
child of the gorilla, but higher than 
any of these is the true and correct 
conception of the Bible, that man is a 
child of the infinite. Higher than 
that we cannot go. a 

The duty ot man— the life he is 
appointed to live discloses a moun- 
tain reak of ethics beyond which we 
cannot go. The Golden Rule gives to 
us the highest idea of human duty 
the world has ever known. It is 
a mountain peak reaching even to 
the throne of infinite wisdom. To 
do gocd unto all men, to love one’s 
enemies—to overcome evil with good, 
to speak evil of no one, to bear one 
another's burdens, points to abso- 
lute perfection. 

“So also the Bible idea of human 
destiny reaches the superlative. Who 
can conceive of anything beyond— 
fullness of joy and pleasures forever 
more.” 


DR. CAMPBELL. 

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 
POWER AND INFLUENCE OF HABIT 
UPON THE LIFE OF INDIVIDUAL 
AND THE NATION. 

The subject of Dr. Edward Camp- 


bell’s sermon at the First Presby- 
terilan Church yesterday was “The 
Power and Use of Habit.” He said in 


part: 

“In all history men are reminded 
of the power and influence of habit 
upon the life of the individual, the 
State and nation. 

“Men who have left thelr impress 
upon the world have done so often- 
times because they have observed 
the force of habit and taken the ad- 
vantages that comes to all who will 
make use of the knowledge and ap- 
ply the wisdom that experience has 
given teaching the force of habit and 
its influence upon the life of man. 

“When the Christ walked among 
men he en phasized in many ways 
the power of habit upon the indi- 
vidual life. He called upon those who 
surrounded Him to observe those fun- 
damental and primary laws in which 
the power of habit could be used to 
| the forwarding of their usefulness, 
and also to the retarding of their 
growth in moral and religious ways. 

“He called upon men to form 
the habit in life in thinking care- 
fully about their relations to those 
about them ‘and this expression fell 
from His lips which has in modern 
language been called the Golden Rule. 
He also called upon men not to worry 
about the things of life and strange 
to say, that some have incorporated 
these sayings into a creed and called 
them ‘new thought" or some other 
name which would seem to designate 
that the men had found something 
altogether unique, but Jesus pleaded 
for men to make it a habit of life not 
to worry, for the sparrows, said He, 
are cared for, the lillies grow and 
God's care will de graciously mani- 
fested when such habits of thought 
are formed toward Him as will show 
confidence in Him. 

“In His custom of entering the 
synagogue to worship He set before 
you and me a most helpful example, 
which it practiced conscientiously by 
us will be a great source of blessing 
to ourselves and may become a most 
helpful example to those who live in 
this day when men and women for- 
get God's commandment that would 
bring all to worship and adore Him 
as our Father.“

violation of the law; the committee 
promoting the race should also be 
held liabie, as well, for the part they 
took in making the race a possibility. 

Qn every side one can hear the opin- 
fon expressed that the race will do 
much towards killing automobile road 
racing, not only in California, but in 
every other State. I believe in racing, 
and take great delight in witnessing 
such an event whenever possible; but 
I believe that the present race is tak- 
ing the so-called sport far beyond rea- 
sonable bounds.
